ACCOUNTING FOR 

ROAD FUNDS. 

Taxpayers who realize what a large 
part of their taxes are spent on roads 
and how poor is the average system of 
accounting for road funds, will be in- 
terested in the following reso'ution 
recently passed by the County Engi- 
neers Association o f Washington. 
"Some system of cost-keeping must be 
levised whereby all expenditures from 
road funds from all sourcesa must be 
classified and segregated, in o.der that 
taxpayers and road officials may be in- 
formed of details of cost of construc- 
tion and maintenance of the various 
types of road. To this end. we reccom- 
mend that all vouchers for road work, 
before Oeing allowed by the county 
commissioners, shall show detail of ex- 
penditure, as to place, extent, charac- 
ter and classification of work and that 
the county en/ineer be requited to col- 
lect and till all such data.
